He was asked again if 
there was any specific items of information he was particularly interested 
in and Poliak again replied that the Attorney .General had requested any 
pertinent developments be furnished to him in writing. He was asked 
if he desired any specific action the night of 6-10-68, and he replied 
'Well, I’ll be in my office for a while. " He then went on to another 
topic of conversation.
